Planning Commission recent*

how accurate its population 
forecast has been. 

The table gives the, popu- 
lation of several Lake Coun- 
ty' cities andvillagos in IfltiO, 
the RPC forecast oi' the 1065 
population, and (he count as 
liown in interim censuses. 

Antioch had a population 
of 2,268 in 1060, the RPC 
forecast, set the 1065 popula- 
tion at 2,(100. An interim 
census taken in May of 1065 
showed a count of 2,776. 

Fox Lake, however, didn't 
fulfill (he HFC forecast. The 
l J wo population was,. 3,700; 
forecast, for '65, 4,450; actual

The, ,U. S. Supremo Coiirl 
has thrown up tt new road- 
block In the drive agaiifsl 
crime.. ' The latest decision 
prevents a police "officer 
from questioning the person' 
.arrested as/a criminal suspeel 
unless the officer, first ex- 
plains *lo the prisoner he is 
hot required to answer any 
questions which might be 
self-iucriminaling. 'In addi- 
tion, the prisoner 'must be' 
told that' he Is entitled to 
the services of a lawyer. be- 
fore he may be required to 
answer questions. In this re- 
cent fl-4 decision. I lie four 
dissenting judges declared 
that the decision "would 
measurably weaken the crim- 
inal law." 

The Supreme Court deci- 
sion is particularly alarming 
because of tho prevalence of 
organized crime in most of 
our large cities and because 
of the disorders and riots 
which have occurred in. Los 
Angeles, C.hicago and Pensa- 
colo in recent weeks; , ^ 

The majority of the Court 
speaking through Chief Jus- 
tice Warren contend thai 
sustained private questioning 
of a suspect Is the equivalent 
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of a third degree throat 
bodily Injury. Basing heir 
ruling on the Constitutional 
prohibition against fielf-lh- 
crimination, tho majority or 
the Court declared that tills 
privilege Is available to rich 
and poor alike. The major- 
It'v held thai it court appoint- 
ed lawyer must he made 
available whore a doromlant 
'claims that ho Is not able to 
arrord private counsol. 

All hough this decision will 
make criminals . more deH- 
Mil, there is bound to be a 
continuing public pressure in 
Congress to provide new 
techniques . for Ihe prosecu- 
tion of crime, ' The rising 
crime rate, continues 1 o make 
(his subject of special con- 
cern lo lite Judiciary Corn- 
mil tees of the.U. S, House or 
lioprcsonlatives and Senate. 
•As- a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, the 
writer is aware of the diffi- 
culties' involved hi criminal 
prosecution, it* is 'probable 
thai most .crimes are never 
exposed \ either' because the 
ofrender Is not' apprehended 
or. the victim fails to report 
tho crime or refuses to ap- 
pear as a witness hf Ihe case, 

(>r course, the recent Su- 
preme Court decision applies 
only to those cases which are 
reported and whore witness- 
es are willing lo appear Tor 
the prosecution; With this 
latest ruling, it is quite like- 
lv that many additional crim- 
inals will- be able lo avoid 
prosecution. Meanwhile, so- 
ciety demands tliat every 
lawful cITort should be util- 
ized lo prosecute and secure 
convictions. 

Justice. Tom Clark, in dis- 
senting, said the decision 
went "loo far."

Three young men 
hit the divider, jumped it 
and hit the car I was driving. 
Although my car had' stop- 
ped*, they were going 35 to 
40 miles per hour and the 
impact threw my head into 
the windshield and. my knees 
into the dashboard. If I 
hadn't been wearing my seat 
belt I undoubtedly would 
have gone rigid through' the 
windshield, Because of the 
seat belt, the injuries I sus- 
tained could be considered 
only minor — a large bump on 
the head, bruised knees and 
stiff back and neck." . 

A Portland, Oregon man 
says, "Two years ago my. sta- 
tion wagon "was struck by a 
far that went 6ut r of control 
on a' curve. The side was 
lorn out of my car by tho 
initial impact. When the car 
finally came to rest my wile 
and I found ourselves sus- 
pended upside down by our 
seat belts. Although the car 
was a total loss we receivod 
very minor injuries thanks 
lo seal belts." 

A Pittsburgh motorist re- 
ports: "The weather was 
very bad. .It was snowing 
hard and the roads were icy. 
IvV-ft the store, got into my 
car and fastened my scat 
bell, - This was unusual for 
me for I ...never used seat 
belts." 

"... I was about three- 
fourths of the way downhill! 
when my car went into a skid 
and across the highway into 
the west bank, then across 
the highway to the east side 
and over a 50 Tool embank- 
ment. I then hit a tree. My 
car was a complete wreck. 
My injuries were serious but 
if I hadn't had my seat belt 
fastened, I wouldn't be here 
today,"' 

Another Indianapolis resi- 
dent-recalls:— ^The -pavement 
was still wet from a recent 
rain as I pulled up to the 
railroad crossing. My daugh- 
ter was in the front.seal with 
me; we bad our safety belts 



buckled, I put the gears into 
park and kept my foot on 
the brake pedal. Tlio cross- 
ing flasher lights were blink* 
lug ami a train was v moving 
toward the crossing at aboul 
25 or 30 mph. Suddenly there 
was a loud noise and I was 
Jerked back and then for- 
ward. For a moment every- 
thing went black. 

"As I regained conscious- 
ness the train went racing 
across the 'crossing'. A heav- 
ily loaded stone truck had 
slid into a car behind me arid 
Vammed it Into my vehicle; 
causing me ' to fly forward 
with the motion of the truck. 
II o we v e r, we were ...mil 
thrown out of the car and I 
was able to keep my foot on 
the brake pedal because the 
seat belt, held me in my seat/ 
My car was within 6 feet of 
the fast moving freight train 
as It went 'rushing past," ;' 

The incidents of seat belts 
saving lives are. endless. 
Avoid running the risk of be- 
ing placed In the Column, "If 
they had had seat belts . . ," 
Have them installed in your 
car today, before the July 
4th weekend, and wear them 
every time you drive! '

Honeybee's, wisps,, lior- 
liets niul yellow jackets enn 
lie ns -deadly as poisonous 
■.snakes. In fact, they kill 
more , Americans each year 
than siuike fottcs. 

Fortunately not everyone 
Is stisepetihle to shell a dead* 
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ly reaction— only those who 
arc allergic to insect venom. 

I low does one know if he 
Is allergic?; He'll 'probably 
get warning signs the first 
time lie's stung. He may lie? 
come nauseous,' break out 
with hive's, suffer an asth- 
matic attack, or oven lapso- 
iulo shock— besides experi- 
encing the normal reaction 
or pain, swelling and redness 
at the' site, of the sting. 

If you have a known aller- 
gy to stinging insects, take 
steps to protect yourself. 

first of all, make sure you 1 
carry- a special bee sting kit. 
Available through any physi- 
cian, the kit contains drugs to 
counteract, severe reactions 
in the event of a sting. In 
addition, there are hyposen- 
sitization treatments which' 
may prevent severe reactions 
from recurring. 

If you should be slung by 
a honeybee. In particular, 
some of the harmful effects 
can be prevented If the sting- 
er is removed instantly, 
This can be done with one 
swift scrape of the finger 
nail. But remember— never 
pick up the sac between the 
thumb and forefinger. You'll 
only squeeze in more venom. 

Whether you're allergic' or' 
■not, the' pain caused by sting- 
ing insects is no joke. To re- 
lieve pain fronj the sting of 
.[a honeybee, hornet or yellow 
'jacket, apply household am- 
monia, baking soda or even 
jce water. • Vinegar* is par-

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tleularly Nothing for wasp 
stings. Whatever yoti do, 
don't follow the old wives' 
(ale about mud packs, It 
.could result In serious infos- 
tlon, ^ ' , 

Of course, It's best not to 
get stung at all. 

To avoid being slung: 

"Wear llghl colored cloth- 
ing such as white's, tans or 
greens. Flowery .prints, 
blacks and bright colors an- 
tagonize bees and invite at- 
tack, 

°A'vold wearing sweet - 
smelling cosmetics such as 
perfumes, hair sprays, hair 
tonics and suiitan lotion-rail 
of which attract stinging In- 
sects. . u 7 

''Keep. garbage areas clean 
and spray them with innsec- 
tlcldes; regularly to keep in- 
sects away. 

'■•Check your yard for pos- 
sible hives. Should you dis- 
cover one, don't try to re- 
move It yourself. Leave the 
job for professional exter- 
minators, beekeepers or even 
the .fire .department. 
. Where are .most . hives 
found?; 

WASPS' open comb nests 
may be found under eaves, 
in carports, behind shutters 
—iii almost any protected 
place. 

HORNETS' gray .pyroform 
or football shaped hives h:\ng 
on tree branches. 

YELLOW JACKETS live 
in the ground and emerge 
through small holes, especial- 
ly near dead. logs. 

HONEYHEES nestle -in -hol- 
lows of trees or on twigs.

'•■ Every parent has pondered 
this or similar probloniK Of 
liability for the acts of' their 
children. In general, under 
Illinois law, ypu are. not lord- 
ly responsible for injuries or 
damages caused by cltildreh 
because you do not. direct or 
control;! heir actions. 

This docs' not meaiv that 
your children aro free to' in- 
flict themselves upon every 
window, in the neighborhood. 
If yoh know. Jhnl your son 
is throwing rocks at windows 
and take no. action to stop 
him, you may he liable for 
the injuries he causes. 

Similarly, if a parent gives 
a child a dangerous instru- 
ment, such as a rifle, know- 
ing that the child is Inexper- 
ienced with firearms, he may 
be liable for any injuries thtit 
result from this act of poor 
judgment. 

In contrast, if a rather al- 
lows his 14 year old sou to 
use his rifle, knowing that 
the son has for several years 



observed the rules, of •■ fire- 
arm safety, he probably 
would not he held liable for 
a gunshot Inliiry accidentally 
Inflicted on another hunter 
by his son, 
Family Business 

Suppose a father sends his 
son lo the hardware store to 
buy a new hick and permits 
the hoy lo use the family 
automobile, is the fa I Iter re* 
.'.sponsible from his sou's .nog*" 
llgence? 

The answer, according fo 
Illinois Jaw. may bo "yes." 
In sending the srfn on an er- 
rand (lie 'father has engaged 
his child in family '"business" 
— i he son Is acting a'l.llie di< 
teVliou ' of. ' his father, as his 
agent. ' 

Dating 

Tlie same fallior gives his 
son permission lo use the 
family car "on a dale.' Al- 
though the. son is known to 
be a careful driver, he causes 
an accident and the other 
driver is injured; - Is .the 
father 'liable to the injured 
person? 

■ Under these circumstanc- 
es, the fiiilicr probably Would 
not he hold responsible for 
the negligence of his son. 
Tho son was acting entirely 
on his own behalf, rather 
titan, at tho direction of or 
under the control of his fath- 
er. And. a date is not-fam- 
illy "business'' — not yet al 
least, under Illinois law.
